Rev . W, L. Rutherfo rd Deliv ers In­ 


teresting Disco urse o n Subject. 


■‘The Saloon Doomed” was the sub­ 
ject of a discourse delivered at the 
Lutheran church last evening by the 
pastor, Rev. W. L Rutherford. 
He 
said 
in part, the saloon is 
doomed to pass out of existence be­ 
cause of the gradual growth of public 
sentim ent against sucb institutions. 
This ¿increase in 
tbe growth of 
public sentim ent against the saloon is 
due to causes tb at are constantly at 
work to# bring aboutsuch a result. 
Temperance education in the public 
schools is one of the most potent of 
these forces and the younger genera­ 
tion is as a result of this education 
bound to be against the saloon. 
Abstinance of church members is 
another step bending toward the ac- 
oorifiplishment of this result. 
The 
church as a whole is gradually pre­ 
senting a solid front against tbe sa­ 
loon and the evils of intemperance. 
Miss Ethel Kay gave a short illus­ 
trated talk on tbe evils of intem per­ 
ance. She illustrated the compara­ 
tive 
amounts of money spent for 
liquor, tobacco, and church work by 
ribbons of different lengths.

The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
has been work ing for years on a plan 
how to get a more direct route from 
Chicago to St. Paul. I t is necessary 
for tbe company to do this in order to 
compete with other lines.

If the present plans of the company 
are carried out it will doubtless 
do 
away with tbe plans proposing a new 
line from Sterling to Savanna. Tbe 
company can enter Savanna more di­ 
rectly tban by *he Sterling route. 
The most direct route from Chicago 
to Savanna is now the proposition 
which the Burlington officials are con­ 
tending. 


GRAND DETOUIt HAS HOPES. 


Grand Detour will be able to tak e 
on new hopes, and brignter prospects 
for the little village, will begin to 
tak e form. Should the line be built 
as proposed, Grand Detour will be on 
the main line of a much traveled road 
and her natural water power cannot 
help but attract manufacturers who 
are seek ing cheap power away from 
the unpleasant surrounding of the 
large cities.

change in plans would not 
only put Grand Detour on the com­ 
mercial map again but would increase 
tbe value of Frank lin Grove as a 
shipping point and add new life to

The 25th of March, 1801, was the day 
on which the Em p eror Pau l of R u ssia 
was assassinated. 
Pau l had receiv ed 
some w hisp ers of the p lot against his 
life and had arranged to leav e 8 t P e­ 
tersbu rg the following day and go to 
Moscow, where he fancied he m ight be 
safer. 
On the ev ening of the 25th he 
retired to rest at an early hou r th at he 
m ight thorou ghly rest him self before 
com mencing his Jou rney. At 11 o’clock 
abou t a score of the consp irators—offi­ 
cers holding high rank in the a rm y- 
ap p eared at the gate of the p alace. 
It 
w as closed, bu t the officers p resented 
an order, signed by the em p eror him ­ 
self—or, rather, w ith a forged signatu re 
attached—and, Inform ing the sentinel 
th a t they were called to hold a cou ncil 
of w ar w ith the czar, w ere adm itted. 
The em p eror’s aid-de-camp w as one 
of the forem ost of the consp irators and 
w ent in adv ance of the others to P au l’s 
bedcham ber, before the door of which 
w as a Cossack soldier on gu ard. 
“The 
em p eror sleep s,” said the man. “I m u st 
rou se him. 
There Is fire in the city,” 
rep lied the treacherou s aid. 
The Cos­ 
sack, 
seeing 
others 
p u sh 
fo rw ard 
shou ted ou t to alarm the em p eror an t 
Imm ediately fell, p ierced by the sw ords 
of the consp irators. P au l attem p ted to 
bolt the door, bu t being u nable to do 
so seized bis sw ord and tu rned boldly 
on them . 
“W hat Is you r design?” he 
dem anded of 
Cou nt P lato Zou bofT, 
"u nd w hat do these men w ant who are 
w ith you ?” “W e dem and you r abdica­ 
tion,” rep lied Zou boff, who then read a 
form al deed, which had been p rev iou s­ 
ly p rep ared. 
“W hat! Do you , who hav e been load­ 
ed w ith bou nties by me, tu rn thu s u p ­ 
on you r m aster?” said the em p eror. 
“You are no longer ou r m aster,” re­ 
p lied Zou boff. 
“The nation has p rov id­ 
ed you a su ccessor In the shap e of you r 
son A lexander.” 
Pau l at this raised his sword, and 
the consp irators, who had not exp ected 
him to show so mu ch cou rage, drew 
back, with the excep tion of a m an 
nam ed Benlngsen, who u rged the oth­ 
ers forw ard, saying: 
“Tf you hesitate, you are lost.” 
Then Cou nt V alerian Zou boff stru ck, 
the first blow, and the others qu ickly 
followed his exam p le. 
As Pau l « till 
stru ggled u u officer's sash w as p assed 
arou nd his neck, and the life w as chok­ 
ed otu of him, his last words being: 
“And you , too, my C onstantine I”

Train with Two Locomotives Crashes 
into the Rea r of Another. 


V ictim s Are People W ho Had B een 
P a y in g V isits to F riends a nd 
W ere R etu rn in g to T heir 
H om es. 


Lincoln, Mass., Nov. 27.—The m ost 
disastrous railroad wreck in this state 
for m any years has occurred a t Ba­ 
k er’s Bridge station, a mile and a half 
w est of Lincoln, On the main line of 
the Fitchburg division of the Boston 
and M aine railroad. 
The regular Sun­ 
day night express, w hich left Boston 
at 7:45 p. m. for M ontreal, via the Rut­ 
land system , crashed Into the rear of 
a local train which started from Bos­ 
ton at 7:15 p. m. for points on the 
m ain line and the Marlboro branch. 
At least eighteen persons were k illed 
outright, burned to death or suffocated, 
and thirty or m ore w ere seriously In­ 
jured. 
Many 
passengers 
sustained 
m inor cuts, bruises and burns. 


D ue to th e W ea ther. 
The w reck was 
prim arily 
due to 
thick w eather, which apparently ob­ 
scured 
signals set by the 
forw ard 
train, which at the tim e of the disas­ 
ter w as standing in front of B ak er’s 
Bridge station. 
The Montreal train, 
draw n by tw o locomotives and 
con­ 
sisting 
of 
nine 
ears, 
crashed 
into 
the rear of the M arltoro branch local, 
dem olishing the tw o rear '-ars. 
All 
o f 
the passengers k illed and seriously in­ 
jured were in these. 
The passengers 
lived in Concord. W est Acton, May­ 
nard, Hudson, M arlboro, nr.d several 
sm aller tow ns in the Aesnbet valley. 
None of the passengers on the Mon­ 
treal train w as seriously hurt, but the 
engineer and firem an of the leading lo­ 
com otive w ere k illed. 


F ire A dds to th e Horror. 
The wreck age caught fire, and some 
of the passengers w ere 
incinerated. 
Few persons live in the vicinity of Ba­ 
k er’s Bridge station, and no fire 
de­ 
partm ent w as available, so that the 
flames practically burned them selves 
out. 
The uninjured passengers and a 
num ber of train hands, assisted by vil­ 
lagers. w ent to the aid of the injured 
end m any persons w ere rescued. 
The 
train upon which practically all the 
casualties occurred left the North 
a- 
tion in Boston with four cars filled 
w ith passengers, m ost of whom 
had 
been visiting relatives in that city and 
vicinity. T he train runs over the m ain 
line of the Fitcliburgdivision and stops 
a t way stations.
